Although the past winter weather 
haa bean favorable for the proper 
curing of seed corn, germination 
tenia of the aeed before it la plant- 
ed thia apring will be as important 
as in former years in increasing the 
corn yields of Kentucky, soil* and 
rropa specialist* of the Col leg! ,.f 
Agnrulture ara- pointing out to farm 
rr». Thia leattng, which can be done 
luring February and March before 
the apring Work begina. makes it poa- 
aible for the corn grower to discard 
weak germinating and dead ear. and 
thereby save from three to four dol- 
lar* for each dead ear eliminate. i. thi 
specialist* say. 

No matter how well corn haa been 
cured, a general teat made by taking 
one or two kernels fro a represen- 
tative number of the ears to be plant 
ed will prove good insurance again. t 
thin atanda caused by poor aeed. If 
au.h testa are not practically per- 
fect or do not .how a high percen- 
tage germination for the entire lot 
of aeed, tha apecialiata are recom 
mending- individual ear teala to dia- 
cover tho»e which have low germinal 
mg power or ara dead.
